When the 1 985-86 Edition of the Who's Who 
Among Students In America Universities and 
Colleges biographical volume is printed it will 
include four of Avila College's top senior stu- 
dents.

THE CHAPLAIN’S CORNER

A Semester of Growth 




The first column of the new year should be 
optimistic; it should be something to instill 
hope and enthusiasm for the rest of the year. 

I toyed with the idea of labelling this column 
A Semester of Change." But "growth" seemed 
to be more optimistic, for I realized that there 
is a distinction between change and growth, 
and the distinction is more than a matter of 
semantics or use of words. 

CHANGE means difference; it implies some 
sort of variation. Another thing about change 
is that it's inevitable, because so many things 
happen to us every day of our lives. Finally, 
change can be good or bad, positive or 
negative. 

GROWTH, on the other hand, is always a 
positive thing. It means “fulfillment," a 
reaching of ourgoals. Growth is not inevitable, 
being more a matter of our free choice. 

If this is confusing, perhaps a look at the 
dynamics of change will help. 

Change always takes place in a relation- 
ship. To paraphrase the approach to philo- 
sophy which is known as Existentialism; "man 
is always in relationship to somebody or to 
some thing." In other words, we are always in 
some sort of situation. This situation changes 
us, i.e., it affects us, influences us so that we 
are different in some way or another. The 
duration of a relationship may vary, but the 
change, caused by the relationship, never 
varies. 

What does vary is the growth. If the change 
results in a maturing of our personality, a ful- 
fillment, a reaching of our goals, this change 
is called growth. Growth doesn't just happen - 



it’s a deliberate choice by each person. Each 
one steers the course of his/her growth by 
choosing to be open to the changes that 
could develop into growth. 

The problem then facing us this semester is 
this: since we change every day, how can we
